Thoſe Twin-goddefſes may be fit Objects 
for the 'Worlhip of Heathens z yet how 
great pity 1s it that Chriſtians ſhould be of 
the ſame Communion , and be guilty of 
fuch hateful Idolatry ! From hence proceed 
the molt lamentable Diſaſters that can betal 
Mankind, and from hence ariſe the greateſt 
Scandals to the very name and protection of 
Chriſtianity. Let that great and good 
Rule be received; That no man ean be ne- 
ceſſitated to-fin 3+. our Divines generally 
damn an officious Lye, and the equity binds 
from any officious Sin.
